From Washington. 


WASHINGTON, July 14. 
The Constiution of this morning, contains 
a copy of the dispatch from the State De- 
vartment recently sent to our Minister at 
erlin, on the subject of naturalization. The 
case is that of a naturalized citizen of the 
United States, who is a native of Hanover, 
and who, when he left his native country, 
was neither in actual service in the Hano- 


it, but who has yet, upon his return to Han- 
over, been deprivec of his liberty and com- 
pelled to perforin military service. 

The President and Cabinet concur in the 
views expressed, taking the ground that the 
moment a foreigner becomes naturalized his 
allegiance to his native country is severed; 


mnay say or do, or omit to say or do, after 
assuming his new character, than if he had 
been born in the United States. Should he 
return to his native country, he returns as 
an American citizen, andin no o‘her char- 
acter. In order to entitle his original Gov- 
ernment to punisb him for an offence, this 
must have been committed whilst he was a 
subject and owe‘ allegiance to that Govern- 
ment. The offence must have been complete 
before his expatriation; and it must have 
been of such a character that he might have 
been tried and punished for it the moment of 
his departure. Our Minister is instructed | 
to demand the release of the naturalized cit- | 
izen in question.
